After  a  great  send-off  the  Rangers  traveled  to 
Childress  for  their  fourth  conference  game.    Cold 
weather  dampened  the  Childress  homecoming,  but 
the  Ranger's  spirit  remained  strong.    Both  teams 
were  held  in  scoring  until  the  final  five  minutes  of 
the  game.
